V. And whereas Doubts have arisen as to whether the Books of 

the Collectors General of Taxes in the City of Dublin or the Boohs g 
of the Boards of Guardians of the North and South Dublin Unions Rate Boots. 
40 of the said City, are the Rate Books contemplated by the said Act of 
thc Thirteenth and Fourteenth Years of the Reign of Hei^preamt 
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Majesty, and it is expedient to remove such Doubts : Be it therefore 
enacted, That the Books of the said Collector General of Taxes shall 
be deemed and taken to be the Rate Books contemplated by the said 
last-mentioned Act, and that the Tender or Payment of the Poor’s 
Rate by the said Act directed to be made, and tlic Notice of Claim 5 
to be rated, in like Manner directed to be served upon the said Guar- 
dians, shall in future be made to and served upon the said Collector 
General of Taxes, either in Person or through the Clerk in the public 
Office of the said Collector General, in manner as directed by the 
said Act.
